Rationale 



In Ecuador, many years are devoted to 
teaching English during elementary 
school, high school and university. 
However, the results are still ineffective. 
This proposal presents an eclectic EFL 
approach according to current ICT 
development. 



Definition 



The Adventure of Learning English (ALE) 
as EFL consists in considering the 
learning-teaching process as a shared 
experience where the teacher invites 
students to take risks by means of all 
existing EFL methodologies. ALE takes 
advantage of ICTs to make the process 
appealing to students. 



Principles 



1 . Every class period is an opportunity to take risks for 
both teachers and students. 

2. Lessons are planned based on the diversity of 
approaches available in EFL. 

3. Technology, such as data projector, computer and the 
Internet will be part of the learning-teaching process. 

4. Positive reinforcement will be used as a way to 
motivate students. 

5. Multiple intelligences are taken into consideration.
